A REALISTIC STEP 


Upland Chamber of Commerce’s newly adopted policy real- 
istically labeling citrus as the city’s major industry and taking 
into consideration the need for more diversified economic acti- 
vities is the wisest step taken by that organization in many 
months. 

It recognizes the fact that citrus groves are here to stay— 
freeze or no freeze—and that some of Uplands merchants best 
customers are those who count the blooms on their orange and 
lemon trees. 

The step toward a definite policy also recognizes the fact 
that should some unforseen circumstance wipe out the citrus in- 
dustry—severe freezes or blight—some other industry or series 
of small industries might continue to sustain the city’s economy. 

We heartily agree with the chamber’s policy which does 
not seek to industrialize the city but at the same time seeks to 
protect the community from the evils of a single economy. 

We also applaud the chamber’s effort to seek better rela- 
tions with citrus growers and others engaged in agriculture by 
the formation of an agriculture committee.

NO SETTLEMENT

was equally pessimistic. Speaking 
at Bethlehem, Pa., he said the steel 
situation was “in the lap of God.” 

Last minute government inter- 
vention failed to halt the Alcoa 
strike. Assistant Federal Media- 
tion Chief William N. Margolis 
flew to Pittsburgh and brought re- 
presentatives of Alcoa and the 
steelworkers together in a final at- 
tempt to settle their pension plan 
differences. 

Emerging from the meeting four 
hours later, Margolis told the Uni- 
ted Press that “it’s all over. There 
is no settlement.” 

UNION REFUSED 

R. C. Turner, Alcoa personnel 
director, said the company offered } 
to continue negotiations. He said 
the company asked that the strike 
be postponed while efforts were 
made to eiiminate union objections 
to the company plan for a non- 
contributory welfare package tied 
to future social security benefits. 

“The union refused to call off the 
strike,” Turner said. 

Hours before the strike dead- 
line, the company completed pre- 
parations for shutting down its 
nine plants. The giant aluminum 
smelting pots were drained and 
banked and electric current was 
shut off. 

JUMP GUN 

Workers at the company’s new 
Kensington, Pa., and Alcoa, ‘Tenn., 
plants jumped the gun on the 
strike deadline by failing to re- 
port for work on the 10 p.m, EST 
shifts. 

An Alcoa spokesman said 20,- 
000 workers in 16 of the company’s 
plants, including two basic alum- 
inum producers, are represented 
by the AFL and will be unaffect- 
ed.

The United Press surveyed current retail meat prices in 20 
representative cities and those of a month ago after pork prices 
began showing a downward trend. 

The infiux of a bumper spring pig crop to livestock markets 
beginning last month tumbled the price of pork-on-the-hoof and 
drove Dun & Bradstreet’s wholesale food price index to a new 


three-year low. 


In addition, production estimates of the meat industry for 
the remainder of this year and next showed a rosy prospect of 
plentiful meat in all classes except lamb. 

U. S. Department of Agriculture analysts believed that the 


prospect of good supplies meant 


a long run of cheaper meat, al- 


though they did not expect sensational price decreases. 


The survey, however, showed 


Centercut chops, for example, were 20 cents a pound cheaper in 
Chicago than they were a month ago, and 18 cents cheaper in 


Philadelphia. 


Bacon apparently was slow in following the pork trend, and 
grade A slices were a little more than three cents a pound 
higher, on the average.

Hagenguth, head of the lightning 
Project, lightning hit the antenna 
twice during the record dry month 
of July. So far, thirteen strokes 
have hit the building during night 
time.
